From thia it will be-acen thatsonly $3,000 of 
the amount fas been handed aver ‘to the 
“North-China Famine Fund” established 
by Mr, Drvmmonb’s committee, $1,000'bne 
been sent to a Roman Catholic Bishop in 
Honan, and the'other $6,000 hava pone to 
Shantong and Manchuria, As to the diss 
tress in Anbwei and Kiangsi, the relief of 
whioh was the firet object of Mr. Daun- 
MOND's commiltes,. we note from Shanghai 
Papors received yeaterday thnt considerable 
scepticiom prevails in that acttlement: with 
‘veference to the extent aud intensity of the 
alleged anffering. The circumatances aa to 
Manchuria and Shantung are well authenti- 
cated, and charity in those provinces. ie’ at 
the ‘present: timo ‘greatly needed. Happily 
the ‘famine doee not promise to be of long 


but for tho time being there isin particular 
listriote_of the provinces named very ‘keen, 
distress which amply justifies the appeals 
made for charitable abéistance, Tho circum: 
stances in Honan‘are also wall. known. In 
the district devastated by the Yellow River 
the unfortunate feopla have heen ; deprived 
of the uae of their land for sixteen monthe, 
and are now absolutely destitute. With re- 
ference to Anhwoi and Kiangsi, however, 
there is no thoroughly: truatworthy evidence 
beyond that of Chinoso officials, wlio made 
their appenl for foreign assistance, not 
through the.
